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Part of the moles and quays of the harbor of Makhach-fala (42058 1y/4,7027'B) 
were destreved during the war, On the vhole, the darage was rvpaired by the 
end of 19h7, By 19147, the forrer sbip-repair yard was not back in operation, 
nor wsre shipyard or repair «yard installaticns observed in the harbor * 
district after 197, The buovage end lighting facilities of the harbor had 
been reconditioned by that time; the lighthouses on the mole heads seoned

Pxcept for camouflage paint on the essential harbor buildings, which wes re-~ 
newed in 1948, no defensive reasuras were observed.
